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| Upland Favored With 3.18 Inches Rain 
Everybody Pleased With Downpour 


After an almost continual rain- 
fall for two nights and parts of 
two days, the clouds cleared away 
Saturday morning and water cov- 
ered the earth wherever it was 
unable to find means of escape. 
The rain was one of the most 
copious and most soaking this part 
of the country has had for many 
a long day. When the observer 
looked at his gauge after the 
downpour had ceased he found that 
it had rained 3.18 inches. This 
leaves Upland with a_ seasonal 
credit of 10.76, whereas last sea- 
son’s is given at only 8.44. Other 
points in this vicinity are given 
as follows: San Bernardino 2.11, 
Ontario 1.64, Alta Loma 2.17, 
Camp Baldy 4.64, Colton 1.53. 

In the canyons the rainfall was 
also heavy, Santa Ana canyon re- 
porting 3.26 inches, Mill Creek can- 
yon 2.73 inches, Oak Glen 3.50 
inches for the storm.

Feb. 12.—_The Growing King- 
dom of God. Mark 1, 14-16. Mark 
4. 


Another great lesson for today. 
How precious it is to be able to 
study the words of Jesus. As we 
do, their value, beauty, power 
grows upon us, and we are lead to 
say “Never man spake as this 
man.” 


In the lesson verses our attention 
is first called to the remarkable 
parable of The Sower. It will be 
recalled that Jesus told of one who 
went forth to sow seed and of some 
seed falling on the hard road, or 
in our day, the cement paving; 
other in ston yplaces where there 
was some ground but very little. 
Other among seeds of weeds and 
thorns which soon grew up and 
choked it, and the last told of fell 
in good ground and a fine crop of 
grain grew. When it came to the 
explaining of the parable in the 
light of His gospel Jesus likened 
His words to seed sown. Now 
comes our everyday experience in- 
to use. You andI know that oft- 
times the precious words of the 
Bible, the pastor, the parent, seem 
to be given those whose minds and 
hearts are like the cement paving 
and there is no possibility of any 
good coming from what is said. 
Again, there is the shallow mind 
and heart which appear to under- 
stand at once and to be willing to 
apply what is told them readily. 
Having no depth of mind, heart 
and purpose to begin with, the 
good seed of the Bible and friends 
withers and comes to nothing ap- 
parently. Again, we know of folks 
who start out well, and one believes 
they can forsee lives of great use- 
fulness. Then comes the counter 
current, desire for money and 
power, selfish pleasures, and alas, 
the good beginning so full of prom- 
ise withers and dies before our 
eyes, and we are sick at heart over 
it. Last, there is the good ground 
which Jesus says heareth with un- 
derstanding, in which the heart is 
“honest and good;” there is desire 
to keep what is told and under- 
stood and with patience there is 
brought forth a life of blessing to 
the world in every way. Now, why 
cannot readers class as those with 
“good and honest hearts?”” What 
is the good of being hard-hearted 
and scornful of the blessed Jesus 
and His teachings, for to be such 
amounts to truly little on earth, 
and sure is no passport to heaven. 


We now consider for a short 
time that miracle of the ages, ‘‘The 
Growing Kingdom of God.” Jesus 
in the lesson states as to its work- 
ing, that it is like the yeast in the 
dough, silently moving, multiply- 
ing, never stopping, and attaining 
wonderful things. Again He said 
it was like the small seed in the 
ground which in time produced the 
great tree; like the grain in the 
field which grows night and day, 
from blade to matured harvest.

Let us see if what Jesus said is 
true in our own experience. 
When one sees the savagery, 


selfishness, cruelty, deceit, lack of 
sympathy and affection, of man- 
kind when Jesus came, they are 
amazed that His gospel has been 
able to accomplish very much. It 
came calling for the then unheard 
of things, of loving your enemy, re- 
turning good for evil, considering 
all mankind brothers, putting away 
prejudices, having meekness, long 
suffering, thinking no evil, forgive- 
ness, taking no revenge for bad 
conduct, on the one hand, and de- 
nouncing drunkenness, deceit, 
fighting, reveling, no responsibility 
for happiness and well being of 
one’s neighbor and brother. What 
wonder the Roman world, the sav- 
ages of north Europe, the self- 
righteous Hebrews were amazed. 
The whole Christian system was 
the reverse of what they had been 







along the borders of the great sea. 
The seed grew, the yeast worked 
and it stands today marvelous in 


‘power, dominating the entire world. 


Now this last is no idle boast for
